WASHINGTON.-—The first use 
of military units as emergency 
farm labor was authorized Tues- 
day in an army order for troops 
in Arizona to help harvest the long 
staple .cotton crop, 

The Army announcement said: 

“The importance of this crop 
as an indispensable war material 
impelled War Department action 
as a matter-of military necessity.” 

White and Negro soldiers from 
nearby Army posts will be used in 
Pinal and Maricopa counties, Ari- 
zona, the Army said, to relieve An 
emergency situation arising from! 
the shortage of farm labor. The 
orders are effective immediately, 
but officers said there was no in-

anti-Brewer. 

It might be that Harris*was be- 
ing used by the Brewer forces to 
help involve the anti-Brewer 
forces in some kind of scandal, 
but that. the latter acted quickly 
and relentlessly to injure Harris 
before he would injure them, Evi- 
dence of this is the fact that much

Norris said last week: “We have 
been watching Harris for a long 
time.” Now Harris, whatever the 
outcome of these cases, can no 
longer rise politically because of 
his record.

Under this analysis Mrs. Mit- 
chell is becoming the “forgotten 
woman” in the case: inasmuch as 
the more sensational political war 
is out shadowing her original 
complaint against Harris.

The sins: of the 
Negro press will always be glaring to the white 
critic, and its virtues largely invisible, because the 
white man can rarely induce himself to look at the 
order of things from the Negro point of view.. To

Russia 


Russia today is on the lips, and the minds too, of every 
one who reads-the. press or hears the radio. The heroic 
efforts of the. Soviet armies, which inflicted so disastrous 
a defeat on the Nazi armies before Stalingrad and-have in 
rapid succession driven the Nazis from Rostov and Kharkov. 
and are still driving ahead along the whole Russian front, 
are convincing arguments that speak for themselves 
pointedly, eloquently and and prophetically. 

The representations we all were hearing a few short 
months ago that a collectivist society would never work, 
just couldn’t possibly work, have been reduced to a patent 
absurdity—to shreds and dust. Bill Chaplin of the Inter- 
national News Service, who spoke recently at the Overseas 
Press Club dinner in New York saying that.the Russians 
have given us the example of the greatest “transfusion 
between a people and an army in the field”—has, we sus- 
pect, told a significant truth. 

Indeed, we suspect that, in the. language of Shake- 
speare, two truths are told as “happy prologues” to the 
swelling theme: the one being that the people are still the 
salt of the earth—any earth, be it Russian or American; and 
the. second, that is really to be the “People’s Century,” 
or the people will demand the reason why~not. 

College professors and students; high school boys and 
girls; American sailors and soldiers; men and women in 
shops: and plants-and housewives—all these are -heard mar- 
velling at the stand of the Russian people and their leaders. 


We, as far as we know, are the“only weekly Negro 
newspaper which reprinted Dr. Warren Brown’s recent 
article on the Negro Press which appeared in The Readers’ 
Digest. We certainly didn’t agree with Dr. Brown’s main 
thesis, and we. thought its conception and emphasis un- 
fortunate, to say the least. Nevertheless, we are still 
puzzled at the. hurt outcry heard in the Negro press from 
newspapermen and. readers over to the Brown’s piece. This 
outcry suggested nothing to us so much as an over-sensi- 
tiveness to criticism which was, in some. degree at least, 
well-founded if slovenly mounted. 


But, Now Then... 


But, now then, to get the mutton of our editorial. 
We have titled this piece “Watchman in the Night”; 
and we have done so because we feel—in the spirit-of Mr. 
Sancton’s observations—that Negro Americans live in a 
sort. of political and social night in American life, and that 
the Negro press should be a watchman telling its readers 
of the night. We suppose our main objection to Dr. Brown’s 
z opinioins is that while-he appears to be aware of the night 

he has little patience with the errors made in darkness. 
This is not, however, to say, as some have said, that Dr. 
Brown is not as eager a watchman as those who have 
condemned him; rather is it to say that watchman see 
what they see. : 

Having -said all this, we now say that: The reading 
public served by the Negro press must, by the very nature 
of their position in American life, make fuller use of this keep 
press to voice their views and to suggest lines of policy 
to: editors-and publishers. The readers have this right. and 
this responsibility. a

. No Comfort Here 

Let no one, be he friend or foe, of high position or low, think 
to persuade this department from the belief that now is as good a 
time, if not.a ‘better time than any, for the oppressed people of the 
world, be they white or colored, to push their claims for decency 
and equality. We are not to be won to sentimentality based on 
counsels of characterless expediency from the political realism which 
tells us that war is truly the locomotive of history, of change. 
Indeed, it is positively sickening to hear people in places of res= 
ponsibility, many of them people of intelligence, warmly counseling 
the colored citizens of this country to take it easy .and wait until 
the war is over before insisting on better respect for their citizenship! 

In this corner, we are ‘for the doctrine “thorough,” even as 
that great democrat Roger Williams was in another crisis in the 
social éxperience of the western. world. Williams knew that. it 
was one thing to take counsel as to tne methods of democratizing 
society and quite another to consent to postponing the democratiz- 
ing to some future time. In his time, Williams was" for dealing 
fairly and straightforwardly with the Indians nof, not, as the leaders 
of the Bay Colony were, at some later time. Democrat that he 
was, he did not agree that the Indians had to be wiped out or 
enslaved; and he had no patience at all with those who talked 
smugly about thé sacred, mystic course of empire. Many a white 
man-was saved from sudden death at the hands of the redmen by 
reason: of his reputation for-scrupulous honesty and fair play among 
the Indians, = £ 

What we need in this country today is more of the moral and 
intellectual spirit of Roger Williams. Certainly, a tenth of a nation 
dėserveś, and may rightly demand, indisputable evidence of a 
determination to democratize our society, though. the precise méthod 
or specifications be not yet settled upon. We—and we believe 
many_others feel the same—are willing to settle for somthing less 
than a precise method or ‘specifications; but not for anything less 
than. clear-cut evidence of such a detérmination, betokened by

Surely, the official ‘blocking, say, Of such a ‘project as mixed 
army units ‘which has. been supported in many white American 
circles is an out-and-out failure to be betoken any such deter- 
mination.

Speaker On Theme: 
‘fl Were White 


(By. BAXTER TERRACE) 
SUMMIT, N. J. — This quiet 
little city was awakened as never 


before last Sunday when Dr: Flor-| . 


ence Randolph, pastor of Wallace 
Chapel AME’ Zion Church: here, 
delievered her now famous ser- 
mon “If I were White.” Not noly 
was the sermon freely discussed 
in a majority of homes here, both, 
white and colored, but éxcerpts 
were carried Thursdayin the 
“Summit Herald” the “official 
newspaper of city and county.” 
The newspaper version, as is of- 
ten: done’ in. the white press, was 
edited to suit the known preju- 


omiting the strong appeal to the 
community to practive democracy 
aswell as preach it, Brotherhood 
‘month. is being observed here fol- 
lowing Race Relations Sunday and 
Dr. Randolph was asked to make 
her contribution to the program. 
Following is the text-of her ser- 
mon; 
“IF I WERE WHITE” 

“In these strenuous war-torn 
days, the ' entire christian 
world is struggling to get its bear- 
ings as to the Church and its def- 
inite place in world adjustment, 
when men are in doubt, and thou~ 
sands are already losing faith, not 
only in christianity but even in 
God. 

“If I were white, I would speak 
in no uncertain language to my 
own péople what I believe to be 
fight, or in other words the truth 
as I see it respecting the American 
Negro. If I believed:in Democracy 
as taught by Jesus I would preach 
and teach it, no difference who 
differed with me. If I really loved 
my Country and believed that she 
because of her high type of civil- 
ization, her superior resources, her 
wealth and culture, should lead 
the world into a just. and durable 
peace—a peace that would bind 
all nations together so that wars 
should forever cease, then I would 
stress the fact that charity begins 
àt: home, ‘ 

“From my, pulpit I. would say 
as Jesus said in that wonderful 
sermon on the Motnt, “And why 
beholdest thou the mote that is 


ereth not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? or-how wilt thou say 
to thy brother, let me pull out 


behold, a beam is- in. thine.own 
eye? First cast out the beam out of 
ine own eye and then thou shalt 
see clearly to cast out the mote 
uit of thy brother's eye.”

&For since 1776 when Crisps 
Attucks, a Negro, the first to die 
for Freedom in the Revolutionary 
War, gave his all, up to this pre- 
sent day’s struggle Negroes have 
proven themselves true and de- 
pendable. 

WOULD SPEAK IN NO 
UNCERTAIN TERMS. 

“If I were white and believed 
in God, in His Son Jesus Christ, 
and the Holy Bible, I would speak 
in no uncertain words against 
Race Hate, Prejudice, Oppression 
and Injustice. I would prove my 
Race superiority by my atttiude 
towards minority races; towards 
oppressed people, I would remem- 
ber that out of one blood God 
made all nations of men to dwell 
upon the face of the earth and 
further His word says “If a man 
say, I loye God, and hateth his 
brother -he is a liar; for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he 
has seen, how can he loye God 
dhom he hath not seen?.”
